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NUMBER NINE IN THE NATION 
PAARA: 2006 Field Day Pacific Division 3A Champion 


The ARRL has posted the results of this year’s Field Day on their website and in December QST. PAARA improved from 2005 
to 2006 by every standard of measure, finishing as the Class 3A Champion in the Pacific Division. In the August PAARAgraphs 
we speculated that our outstanding showing this year could possibly put us into the Top Ten in our category. Sure enough, our 
final national standing in Class 3A was NINE. Number nine in the nation! 


Our claimed scored of 8,644 points on 2,197 QSO’s was confirmed in the official results. With 279 entries, Class 3A was the 2™ 
most competitive of all Field Day entry categories. 


See the chart of Field Day Comparisons to see how our rankings have steadily improved from 2004 to 2006. We ranked #70 in 

the nation out of all 2,184 entries (#150 in 2005) and #9 in our category (#15 in 2005.) Once again we won our class in both the 
Santa Clara Valley Section and the entire Pacific Division (Northern California, Nevada, Hawaii, & all other U.S. Pacific Ocean 
islands. ) 


Less than 3.2% of all entries in the nation beat our score (6.8% in 2005) and less than 2.9% of all entries in our category beat our 
score (11% in 2005.) We are very proud of these great results!! 


This was only possible because of an outstanding TEAM effort by at least 95 participants in all. See the separate listing of those 
we know participated. Our apologies for any omissions, spelling errors, or busted calls. Thanks to all! 


This year’s Field Day effort was dedicated to the memory of PAARA Silent Key, Jerry Zobel, W6ARA. Special thanks to Louise 
Zobel, his widow, for helping us to obtain his callsign for the club. As we made our contacts during Field Day, Jerry’s callsign was 
recorded in nearly 2,000 logs from all over the country.
